concentrated offices with more ef- 
ficiency and actual financial sav- 
ings. 

This reorganization plan has al- 
ready been approved by Secretary 
Work and will become effective 
as outlined below at the beginning 
of the new year.

(sy A. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Four 
decisions determining German lia- 
bility for American claims result- 
ing from the war, including those 
growing out of the Lusitania’s 
torpedoing, were announced today 
by the Mixed Claims Commission. 

While upholding, broadly, the 
Lusitania claims, sumbering 278 
and aggregating approximately 
$22,600,000, the commission dis- 
missed 3190 claims, totaling about 
$345,000,000 for the recovery of 
insurance premiums paid by Amer- 
ican for protection against war 
hazards. 

General principles governing the 
assessment of the American claims 
were laid down by the commission. 
Three of the decisions, including 
that on the Lusitania claims, were 
unanimous, but in the other Inter- 
preting treaty obligations, Edwin 
R. Parker, umpire, concurred with 
Chandler P. Anderson, American 
commissioner, over the dissent cof 
the German commissioner, Dr. 
Withelm Kuiecaselbach. 

An important feature of the 

decision was the refusal 
of the commission to assess exem- 


in their nature, not compensation, 
and therefore, unauthorized by the 
treaty of Berlin. 

“There is no place in it (the 
treaty of Berlin) for any vindic- 
tive or  puntive provisions,” 
said the decisi 


falling within its terms sustained 
by American nationals. That com- 
pensation must be full, adequate 
and complete. To this extent 
Germany will be held accountable. 
But this cammission is without 
power to impose penalties for the 
use and benefit of private claim- 
ants when the United States has 
exacted none.” 

No specific awards in the Lasi- 
tania cases were made by the com- 
mission, its decision merely an- 
nouncing the principles to be ap- 
plied in determining each claim. In 
this connection it held that actual 
damages for mental anguish and 
suffering of relatives of Americans 
lost on the Lusitania would be 
compensated for, but that “senti- 
mental and vague” mental suffering 
would not be considered. 

In dismissing claims for war 
risk premiums paid, the commis- 
sion held that they were not a class 
for which Germany was financial- 
ly Hable. 

“In this group of claims,” said 
the commission, “there is no com- 
plaint of injury to or destruction or 
seizure of property by the acts of 
Germany or her agents. The sole 
complaint is that the hazards of the 
war required the claimants as a 
matter of business prudence, to 
protect by insurance risks which 
never matured into damage. Under 
the terms of the treaty (of Berlin) 
Germany cannot be held lable for 
all loeses incident to the very ex- 
istence of a state of war. To this 
Class belong claims by American 
nationals for refund of premiums 
paid by them for insurance against 
the risks of possible losses which 
never occurred, risks in their very 
nature uncertain, indefinite, inde- 
terminable, and too remote to fur- 
nish a solid basis on which to rest 
a claim.”

WHAT IS HEALTH 
Article LX XII 

The word health is either mis- 
understood, or thoughtiessly used 
by most people. 

The real meaning of health is 
Soundness — Vigor—Excellence— 
Freedom from bodily pain or dis- 
ease. 

The average person today does 
not enjoy perfect health, owing 
to the unnatural way in which 
people are living. But occasion- 
ally one is blessed with a day 
when he feels exceptionally good, 
and misinterprets that feeling for 
perfect health. Under those con- 
ditions one often hears such ex- 
pressions as: Never felt better in 
my life—have a new lease on life 
—fresh as a daisy—feel as if I am 
walking on air—in fine fettle. 

If people were taught from 
childhood to take proper care of 
their health there would be no 
need of having imperfect health 
at x ane time during their stay on 
e 


NEGLECT HEALTH 

It is because people are too in- 
terested in other things that health 
is neglected; and «a slow process 
of deterioration is taking place 
unnoticed until some ailment shows 
itself, which is Nature's method 
of warning one that he has been 
hitting too high a pace; then he is 
very apt to wake up to the fact 
that he is not in the best of health. 
And instead of becoming serious, 
he starts in making excuses, 

Perfect health is based on two 
words. Proper assimiliation and 
elimination. 

To have proper assimilation at 
all times, it is required of one to 
have a perfect body. The best of 
food is useless if it is not prop- 
erly assimilated. And if it is as- 
similated and the waste products 
are allowed to accumulate, the 
result is self-poison or autointox- 
ication; which in the end means 
disease of some kind. 

Improper elimination is the re- 
sukt of inactivity, or the lack of 
proper organic exercise. The busi- 
ness man or woman of today un- 
der existing conditions are living 
unnatural, and it is necessary to 
do something with regularity in 
the way of proper exereise to off- 
set that handicap. 

It is also necessary to eat the 
proper food to supply the amount 
of energy required to keep up the 
pace. Malnutrition is keeping 
many a person from doing his 
best; and that person fails to real- 
ize this important fact because he 
is eating three meals daily; but 
through ignorance is eating 
wrong combinations of food and 
is slowly but surely starving his 


ousands of children are un- 
dernourished through lack of 
knowledge of food values on the 
part of their parents. The child 
is therefore deficient in its schoo! 
work, and very often the teacher 
is com to shoulder the 


blame. 
KAT LIGHTLY 

When a person reaches middle 
life. if he is a mental worker 
he should not eat the same hearty 
food in large quantities that he 
did in his younger days when he 
was active. But he should not 
make the mistake that so many 
do. by depriving his growing chil- 
dren of the foods required to bulld 


healthy, strong body. Children 
| while they are growing need prop- 
ler food that is nourishing. That 
is the time of life when they lay 
the foundation for a healthy body 
thet is necessary later on when 
they are expected to make a suc- 
cess. It is much easier to keep a 
healthy, strong body in condition 
than it is to bring a weak, under- 
nourished body back to perfect 
health. 

There never was a time in the 
history of the country when per- 
fect health was as nevessary as thir 
present age we are now Lviug in. 
Never was there as many opportun- 
ities to be taken advantage of by 
the man who is active, strong and 
vigorous. Commercial institutions 
today as neverebefore, need real, 
active, wide-awake, efficient help. 

Proper living gives mind and 
body new and higher powers. What 
nature accomplishes with surpris- 
ing ease is wonderful. It is in 
your power to aid or retard nature 
in the petraiiding of the body. Your 
comfort or discomfort will be 
on your action. : 

“Whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap,” is just as true 
of the body as it is of the soul. 

One should always be on guard, 
and realize that sensations of fa- 
tigue and pain are friendly voices 
of warning. That they are the 
body's conscience, one should heed 
their messages and not silence 
their prayers by stimulants, nuar- 
cotics, and pain killers. 

When the body works under 
natural and normal conditions is 
the time, and then only that we en- 
joy health. The sooner we 
that the same laws of life pro- 
duce disease when the body is com- 
pelled to do its work under un- 
natural and abnormal conditions, 
the sooner we will be on the road 
to perfect health. 

Physical exercise is absolutely 
necessary, and when taken system- 
artically, not excessive, but moder- 
ately, it destroys body poisons 
and thus directly favors mental ac- 
tivity and in lessons the 
moral struggle. 

In summing up, we will see that
